One man figured on the come 
pleted job, with painting, raising 
the belfry etc., while others figured 
on only the woodwork, After de- 
liberating on the tenders for over 
half an hour, the Council turned 
them back, and decided to get a 
practical man to make out specifi- 
cations for the job and hand them 
to the tenderers, revised tenders to 
be in by the atst. 

THE PARK 

A letter was read from Mr J. Duff, 
General Townsite Agent CPR, with 
regard to the park. It is as fol- 
lows :— 

Dear Sir, replying to yours of 
8th inst., addressed to Mr Dennis, 
I beg to inform you that I am now 
having prepared by our legal de- 
partment an agreement regarding 
Strathmore Park. We are prepar- 
ed to continue our offer and stand 
halt the expenses up to $1500 for 
the improvement of the property. 
It will be quite in line at your next 
meeting of Strathmore Council to 
prepate the necessary bylaw and 
have same submitted to the town. 
By that time our agreement with 
the town will be in shape. Kindly 
keep me posted regarding this mat- 
ter, so thatethere will be no delay 
in having all the necessary improve- 
ments and money matters attended 
to.

A study of the influence of rair- 
bearing winds upon the prevalence of 
tuberculosis has been made by Dr. 
William Gordon, physician. to the

After ¢laseifying several Devonshire 
parishes according to their exposure 
to rainy winds, Doctor Gordon search- 
ed out in precisely which parishes the 
deaths from consumption during @ 
series of years ‘ad mainly occurred. 
He found that the death-rate in the 
parishes exposed to rain-bearing 
winds was generally twice as high as 
that of the parishes sheltered from 
them, Further investigations were 
conducted in many other localities, 
among them the city of Exeter. The 
sult wae the same. Doctor Gordon 
declares that the important point to 
consider is the matter of shelter from 
the rain-bearing winds of the locality, 
exposure to which is a more serious 
matter than altitude, character of 
soll, or even the amount of rainfall.

least a six-inch pipe. With the as- 
sistance of Mr Brooks, of the CPR, 
and other engineering experts, who 
had done much of that kind of work. 
He had figured out that the cost of 
laying complete system from 
Harwood Springs to here, distr*but- 
ing the water, 25 h.p. gasoline en- 
gine, 150,000 gallon tank, and 
every possible item of expense to 
make a first class system would be 
about $40,000, This was figuring 
on steel piping and an engine that 
would raise 14,000 gallons of water 
per hour against an eighty foot| 
head. This would be ample for a| 
much bigger population that Strath- | 
more had to-day, and it would give| 
good fire protection, The operat 
ing expenses, with steel pipe and| 
gasoline engine would be very light. | 
The CPR had systems of the same 
kind in use in different parts, they 
worked very  satistactorily. Mr 
Bush had full figures for his scheme, 
and the whole worked out at about 
$40,000 as stated above.

HEMING’S BIIK, 


How the Canadian Artist Sold Hl 
First Literary Work. 


Arthur heming is known to a good 
many readers, not only as on illustra 


tor, but as a writer — of magazine 
stories and one beok. The beok 
“Spirit Lake.” which is all a story 


about the Ojibwavs towards Iiuds n/ 
Bay, has behind it a story, and a good 
one 


It was while he was wintering with 
Wm. Henry Howe, the cattle painter 
at BronxvMle, N.Y., that Heming 
conceived the notion that he would 
like to write the story of how the 
Ojiby 3 put in their queer, weird 
lives from one winter t the next 
This, of couse, would mean a fresh 
winter trip» to the north. He took a 


train down to ‘he city, and went te 
The Outlook. Not knowing the name 
of the art editor or the heads of any 
departments, he asked the elevator 
man. Introducing himself to the head 
of the art department, he told him 
what he intended to do. | 

‘But what do you expect us to do?” 
was the question, 

“Write me an advance check for a 
thousand dollars, give me the serial 
rights on my stuff and I'll go north 
and get you material for the book.” 

This radical suggestion was convey- 
ed to the chief, who, after listening to 
the much-in-earnest delivery of the 
Canadain artist, took him at his word, 
wrote the check and gave him the 
assignment 

From there Heming went to anoth- 
er magazine which had already hand- 
led a series of his drawings for Fras- 
er's “Sa’zada Tales."" To the editur 
of that he proposed to sell the serial 
rights of the same thing, ‘The offer 
was accepted. Immediately Heming 
hied himself to an outfitter's empor- 
ium and made a deal for a complete 
camp outlit of most elegant propor- 
tiors including everything a man can 
possibly lug into the wilderness and 
use to advantage At another store 
he got a Mauser rifle and a hundred 
rounds of ammunition. 

Thus equipped, the trailsman hit 
out for the far north. He was gone! 

He 
came back to civilization, and just 
before he started for Engiand to study 
with Brangwyn he conceived the idea 
of throwing the whole thing into the

TO STEM EXODUS. 


Border States Will Try to Prevent 
Emigration to Canada. 


Seattle, Wash--A joint proclama- 
tion issued by the governors of the 
states of Minnesota, North Dakota, 


South Dakota, Montana, Idaho, Wasb 
ington and Oregon has been issued 
calling a congress to be held in Se- 
attle from June 5 to 8, to plan a cam- 
paign and suggest legisslation which 
will assist the northwestern states in 
more rapid developmeut and to stem 
the tide of emigration to Canada. This 
fact is set forth by the governors in 
the proclamation when they say: 

“Not realizing the opportunities in 
their own country thcusands of peo- 
| ple from the United States, with hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in 
wealth, have developed farms and 
bullt new homes under a foreign flag.”

ditions by father, mother, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader 

Duties Six months’ residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years, A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and oc- 
cupied by him or by his father, mother, son, daugh- 
ter, brother or sister 

In certain distric@® a homesteader in good standing 
may pre-empt @ quareer-section aiongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties~Must reside upon the homestead or pre- 
emption six months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entty including the time required to earn 
homestead patent) and cultivate fifty acres extra.
